Moreover, the geographical location and time frame for which you are seeking records have not 
been defined. It is unclear whetlier your request covers only records in headquarters or in the 
Department of tlie hiterior's field offices as well. 

We will not proceed flirther with your request until we receive additional claiification from you.
